With a plurality slightly in excess of 
6,000 in a total vote of over 383,000 it can 
not be said that Senator Reed’s victory in 
the recent primaries wfas a repudiation of 
the democratic platform of 1920, nor dis­ 
approval of the League of Nations by the 
democratic voters of Missouri. When it is 
considered that less than two per cent more 
of the men and women who participated in 
the selection of the democratic nominee for 
senator voted for Senator Reed than did 
for Mr. Long it can very readily be realized 
how foolish are those who proclaim the re­ 
sult as a signal triumph over the great issue 
tcgwhich the party is committed. As a mat­ 
ter of fact Senator Reed’s victory was a per­ 
sonal one, pure and simple, and, while it is 
true he had the support of the opponents of 
the League, it is also true that there were 
thousands of democrats w ho believed in it 
and in the Wilson policies, who voted for

WASHINGTON, Aug. 
9.—Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, in a statement 
yesterday declared there should be 
inquiry by public officials “not un­ 
der the influence of the railroad au­ 
thorities” in every case of a iailroad 
accident, in view of what he 
des­ 
cribed as “the large number of ap­ 
parently authentic statements char­ 
ging a deplorable condition of 
rail­ 
road equipment.” 
Gompers declared that reports of 
railroad wreaks had been frequent 
recently and cited the Missouri Paci­ 
fic wreck at Sulphur Springs, Mo., in 
which 34 persons were killed. 
If it is true that a high percentage 
of locomotives is unfit for operation” 
he said, “may it not be the case that 
the increasing frequency of railroad 
wrecks is due to the use of such de­ 
fective locomotives?” 
“It seems to be entirely probable 
that in every case of railroad acci­ 
dents there should be an immediate 
inquiry by public officials who are 
not under the influence of railroad 
authorities and that 
the 
country 
should be immediately informed of 
the results in order that it may be 
known whether the use of unfit loco­ 
motives, in defiance to the rules of 
safety and in defiance of law, is tak­ 
ing a toll of human life.”
